The presentments named 49 
members of the police department 
and four lawyers. The jury 
charged the lawyers. represented 
policy organizations and appeared 
regularly in behalf of individuals 
who did not hire them.

pending departmental trials. Some 
of those mentioned in the present- 
ments have already retired or 
filed applications to do so.

The presentments charged 28 
police officers, patrolmen and de- 
tectives with grafting and 22 oth- 
ers, some retired, with living be- 
yond their means and failing to 
explain their wealth. Seven of 
the policemen were members or 
former members of Valentine’s 
confidential squad, charged with 
preventing graft and _ corruption 
among the city’s police. 

Amen said criminal charges 
would not be. brought § against 
those named because of the two- 
year statute of limitations and be- 
cause of the difficulty of ‘“resur- 
recting the evidence.” 

“IT thought I would put it where 
it belongs, in the police depart- 
ment’s own lap,” he said. 

Valentine said he would “take 
all necessary disciplinary action.”

Simple Respirator for Babies 


Is Invented by 


ST. LOUIS, April 8.—(P)—A 
new pocket-size respirator may 
save the lives of thousands of 
new-born babies. 

Dr. Richard Torpin, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia School of Med- 
icine, demonstrated the simple in- 
strument, which can be made for 
a few dollars by any handy 
plumber, before physicians and 
murses at the second American 
Congress on Obstetrics and Gyne- 
cology today. 

It is used to start the breathing 
of a baby suffering from asphyxi- 
ation immediately after’ birth 
when the heart is beating, but it 
cannot get air into its lungs. Ap- 
proximately 10,000 children die 
each year because of this condi- 
tion. 

Dr. Torpin’s instrument consists 
simply of a lead, steel or copper 


cylinder about two inches long, to. 
' which will not burst their lungs, | 


which are attached two small 
metal tubes, one on each side. A 
metal cap fitted on the top lifts 
automatically when the pressure 
applied by the surgeon or nurse’s 
breath blowing into “one tube 
juais the exact pressure the 
y Ss lungs can stand.

U. S. Forces in Europe 
Will ‘Expand,’ Head 
of Army Says. 


WILLIAM J. HUMPHREYS. 
LONDON, April 8.—(4)—Gen- 0% | ‘ 
eral George C. Marshall, VU. S | | 
Army chief of staff, and Harry 
Hopkins, chairman of munitions 
assignments and close aide of 


President Roosevelt, arrived in 
London today on a surprise mis-| 
sien by airplane and almost im- 
mediately conferred with Prime 
Minister Churchill. 

To night General Marshal! told 
newspapermen that the purpose of 
the American forces in Europe 
was to “expand.” Hopkins said 
that President Roosevelt had en- 
trusted him with some confidential 
matters on which to confer with 
Churchill. 

General Marshall's remarks 
about expanding the American | 
forces were in reply to a question | 
implying that U. S. forces might 
become cramped in the. British 
Isles. 

“Well, we want to expand over 
here,” he replied, and the corre- 
spondents at his press conference 
roared with laughter. 

General Marshall’s use of the 
word “here” was interpreted by 
some sources as meaning Europe.

Deny Teachers More Pay 


Continued From First Page. 


Collins agreed, and to this situa- 
tion, Governor Talmadge offered 
a new slant on the duties of a 
school teacher in war times. 

“T believe that any teacher who 
sticks to his poorly-paid job dur- 
ing these war days,” said the Gov- 
ernor, “is contributing a noble ef: 
fort toward his nation’s develop- 
ment. 

“The male school teacher who 


As eligible should certainly join the 


Army. The female school teacher 
should do whatever work she is 
suited for. The school teacher, 
man or woman, who is left behind, 
without a berth in the Army or 
without a defense job; is doing a 
real patriotic service to his. coun- 
try.” 

The final decision on the teach- 
ers’ pay question was announced 
as Governor Talmadge continued 
conferences with State Auditor B. 
E. Thrasher Jr., on the reduction 
of state expenditures during the 
coming year. Thrasher estimated 
the state pay roll has been re- 
duced almost $3,000,000 for this 
fiscal year as against the last. 

“Got to Save Money.” 

“We've got to save money this 
year,” said the Governor, “because 
all tax sources should be left open 
to the federal government for the 
winning of the war. We can’t ask 
any more money from a taxpayer 
who is trying to give everything 
to the federal government.” 

As to his ideas on the supply of 
teachers during the war, the Gov- 
ernor said; 

“There'll be shortages. We can 
do, though, as we did long ago. We 
can draft the seniors in the schools 
to teach the pupils in the lower 
grades. Many of us learned under 
that system and those upper 
grade girls and boys used to make 
very good teachers. 

“After all, even the federal 
government is relaxing educa: 
tional requirements. 

“If this nation is attacked, we 


might have to close the schools al- 
together. 


“Certainly, we’ll have to 
suspend some of our ironclad rules 
about the qualifications of teach- 
ers until the nation returns to nor- 
mal. I’ve never believed anyhow 
that a teacher can be picked for 
his job by a rule. Some teachers 
might be able to pass all their ex- 
aminations with brilliant marks, 
but they rhight not be competent 
tc handle children. I believe that 
is one point where’we ought to be 
more severe. Just because a man, 
0. woman, goes to college and gets 
degrees to equip him as a teacher, 
that’s no sign that person is fit 
to handle children.” 


Statement of Board. 

The statement issued by the 
State Board of Education yester- 
day read: 

The public schools of the tate 
of Georgia began the year 1941 
with an indebtedness of $4,621,- 
322.44 for teachers’ salaries and 
a ministrative costs and $717,- 
138.55 for schoolbooks. This past- 
due indebtedness was paid in full 
on March 1, 1941. In addition to 
the payment of this indebtedness, 
the appropriation for public 
schools for the fiscal year 1941- 
1942 was raised to $15,434,400.00. 
This is the largest sum ever ap- 
propriated for the maintenance 
and operation of the public 
schools of Georgia. All funds allo- 
cated to the counties and to the 
independent school systems have 
been regularly and promptly paid 
during this year. This year the 
Board of Education has extended 
the school year of any school from 
seven months to nine months upon 
the request of the county board, 
thereby equalizing in fact the edu- 
cational opportunities of all the 
school children of the state of 
Georgia. Within recent years, the 
cost to the state of operating its 
public schools has shown a steady

WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—It is curious how one can live near 
people one wants very much to see and still see them rarely. Last 
night I finally succeeded in having Secretary and Mrs. Morgenthau 
here to dinner. I have been trying to see Mrs. 
Morgenthau ever since I returned from the 
west. Our only other guest was Judge Robert 
Marx, of Cincinnati, Ohio, who is in Wash- 
ington for a day or so. 

After dinner we had a newsreel and a movie 
called “On the Shores of Tripoli,” a picture 
about the Marine Corps. We were, therefore, 
able to induce the President to stay and see it. 
It proved to be a good picture and very en- 
tertaining, but I don’t know whether we were 
wise to beguile the President away from his 
work, because I found him still at his desk at l 
o'clock this morning. ossnetttinandieatl 

We have left spring weather behind us in Washington and are 
right in the middle of summer. Our flowering bushes are too beau- 
tiful for words. Someone remarked to me this morning that the 
weather was so lovely one could not be annoyed with anyone. I 
am not sure that this is entirely my feeling. The effect on me of 
these first warm days is so completely relaxing that I think I am 
too lazy to take much action of any kind, but that doesn’t imply 
a completely kindly attitude toward the world in general. 

I put the top of my car down and went to meet the train at 
noon. Unless I have something which really must be done, I don't 
feel that tires or gas should be used. But, since trains have to be 
met, I enjoyed the drive and had a nice chat with some soldiers 
who: came up to my car when I parked near the station. They 
asked for autographs and told me they were on their way to re- 
ceive training.

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The Meaning of Bataan 

General Wainwright's heroic troops on the 
Bataan peninsular in the Philippines are being 
slowly forced back by overwhelming masses of 
fresh Japanese attackers. Under constant artil- 
ery barrage and dive-bomber attack, the Fili- 
pino-American army is giving ground as con- 
stantly reinforced Japanese infantry, aided by 
tank troops, stages the long-awaited all-out 
assault. 

At this writing the outcome of the battle 
cannot be predicted. It appears probable that 
the story of the heroic defense of Bataan is 
drawing near its end. In all likelihood the 
forces which have won the admiration of the 
whole world during months of marvellous 
defensive fighting, will have to surrender, if 
they cannot reach the fortress of Corregidor 
in Manila Bay. 

Perhaps, though, another miracle may come. 
- ‘The fighting in the Philippines has been almost 
miraculous on various occasions. If Wainwright 
and his men can survive the present attack, 
they will achieve the well nigh impossible. 

Regardless of the outcome of the battle 
now raging, however, the defenders of Bataan 
have fulfilled their assigned role in the war. 
They have fulfilled that role so magnificently 
that the name of every man in that force should 
be inscribed forever in the roster of American 
heroes. 

They have made possible the building up of 
American forces in the Pacific area. It is to 
them that Australia must give thanks, for they 
have kept occupied a Japanese force that other- 
wise would have been able to turn its entire 
strength against the Australian contirfént. They 
have immobilized that force in the most crucial 
months of the war, immobilized it long enough 
for America to gather and transport sufficient 
strength to, at last, put Japan upon the defen- 
sive. 

When General MacArthur and his American- 
Australian forces drive the war home against 
the Japanese, when American might is pound- 
ing from sea and earth and sky against Japan 
itself, it must always be remembered it was the 
magnificent defense of the heroes of Bataan 
that provided the time, when time was sorely 
needed, that made whatever triumphs we shall 
yet win, possible. 

Bataan has been the one bright spot in the 
story of Allied Nations setbacks in the Pacific 
war. It is one more star in the American record 
of heroism, a star to shine for all time with the 
proudest achievements of America’s fighting

Dunderheaded Law 

The law is a sacred trust of the people. By 
it free people live and only through its judicial 
application do we maintain our institutions. 
The law has existed from time immemorial, 
and as it was administered, thus also went 
civilization. When the administration of law is 
inflexible, civilization is inflexible. When the 
law is not merciful, civilization is unmerciful. 


In this country we have come to recognize 
in law a quality of judgment and of compassion. 
Which is what makes the case of Julius Peter 
Paulson, a 29-year-old ex-farmer from South 
Dakota, news. The law in this instance has 
proved inflexible and, to use a strictly unlegal 
expression, dunderheaded. The law is being 
followed to its letter, without the slightest con- 
Sideration of the human values involved. 


Paulson, last September, mortgaged 89 
chickens to a bank, obtaining $100 with which 
he intended purchasing a cow. A job fell 
through, and he decided to seek other work in 
the Far West. He sold his possessions, including 
the 89 chickens, and left. He got a job in a 
woodworking plant. He then sent a payment to 
the bank, which, paradoxically, thus was 
enabled to have him arrested for disposing of 
the chickens. Portland, Ore., clubwomen, learn- 
ing of the case, deposited the balance due on 
the mortgage and asked that it be marked paid 
and the charges dropped. The request was 
denied. The clubwomen sought to help Mrs. 
Paulson, who declined it and took in boarders 
to enable the family to live. Paulson was later 
released on bond, returned to his job, and since 
has obtained a better one in a shipyard. 


The case was appealed to the Oregon 
supreme court, which also held to the letter of 
the law and decreed he must return to South 
Dakota and face prosecution and jail. 


Technically, Paulson is guilty. Had he de- 
liberately sought to defraud the bank, no issue 
would be raised. But, on the contrary, he sought 
to make payment, as he had promised, the sole 
defection being he had sold the 89 chickens. 

This is not justice.

‘““One-Variety” Community 

It is no small distinction that has come to 
the farm community of Orchard Hill, Ga. That 
community was, on Tuesday of this week, 
awarded a trophy, given by the Cotton Manu- 
facturers Association of Georgia, for the most 
outstanding one-variety cotton improvement 
program in the state in 1941. 


It is not necessary to recapitulate here the 
advantages of a one-variety program for any 
cotton-growing section. Better cotton at less 
cost to the producer is the overall result. 

Orchard Hill began its one-variety program 
in 1931, when 1,800 bushels of seed were pro- 
duced from 200 acres. The following year this 
seed was planted by 60 farmers who produced 
about 10,000 bushels of the seed. This was suf- 
ficient, in 1933, to supply all the 126 farmers in 
the community, with some seed available for 
distribution in adjoining areas. Ever since 1933 
Orchard Hill has been “100 per cent one-variety 
basin,’ according to E. C. Westbrook, cotton 
specialist for the Georgia Agricultural Extension 
Service. | 

The one-variety plan has paid big dividends 
to the farmers of Orchard Hill, irrespective of 
the new honor which became theirs on Tuesday. 
Other cotton-growing communities would find 
it profitable to follow the one-variety plan and 
do as Orchard Hill has done.

SHOWING A PATRIOTIC SPIRIT 
(From The Athens Banner-Herald.) 

The members of the student body of Harding 
College, at Searcy, Ark., have placed themselves 
on record for being 100 per cent by requesting 
that their names be stricken from the NYA pay 
roll, and that the money thus saved be devoted 
to national defense work. These students, who 
had been the beneficiaries of this fund, felt that 
they could secure employment -velsewhere, either 
in the business world or in defense work. 

These young people deserve much credit for 
their patriotic spirit and their willingness to sac- 
rifice in order that their country might profit in 
these trying times. The Chicago Daily News, in 
commenting on the news item announcing their 
action, said, in part: 

“We think the action of the Harding students 
is a cheering episode in an otherwise dreary 
period of our national history and that it will be 
heartily commended by; 129,999,999 of the 130,- 
000,000 inhabitants of these United States.

Ramming 
wrecking an enemy plane by a direct blow 
delivered with the whole impetus of the attack- 
ing craft. The air ramming maneuver, reduced 
by the Russians to a science, is based less on 
the impact of the attacker’s plane than on his 
flying skill and ability for subtle maneuvering 
in complicated situations. Soviet. fliers have 
developed three types of ramming. 

The first and simplest—but also the most 
dangerous for the attacker—is the direct blow 
at the enemy with one’s own machine 

Less dangerous, but with equal results, is a 
second method—hitting the enemy plane with 
some part of the attacker plane. Clipping the 
enemy's wing or tail with the attacker's wing 

is an example. 

Requiring great skill, the third method is not to ram directly, 
but merely to bring the planes into slight contact for a moment with 
the attacker's propeller cutting into a vital part of the enemy’s 
fuselage. A number of Nazi planes have been brought down by 
this operation by Soviet pilots, who have mastered it. 


ATTACKED FROM REAR Major N. Denisov, of the Soviet 
air force, has explained that in 
the overwhelming number of cases on record enemy planes have 
been rammed while being pursued from the rear. Most always the 
ramming attack is made by a fast pursuit ship against a lumbering 
bomber. It is practically impossible to cut down an enemy plane 
with a propeller by a frontal or side attack. 
Here is the way the attack is made, as related by the Russian 
major: 
1—The attacking flyer overtakes the enemy, adjusting his speed 
to equal that of his target. Captain Andreyev, commander of a 
Soviet squadron on the southern front, explained thus what hap- 
pened on one of his successful ramming expeditions: “When I de- 
cided to ram the Junkers, I brought my plane up beside and slight-

We cause ourselves much unnecessary anxiety and trouble by 
our fear of words. 

Those who remember the other war will also remember that 
sauerkraut was called “liberty cabbage” or some such thing, and 
equally silly names were given to other things of German origin. 

We have grown since then, but we are still afraid of words. 
New Dealers are distressed when their Socialistic schemes are 
called Socialistic. And timid patriots shy away from a necessary 
war plan when critics cry: “Fascism!” 

Why care what name the thing is given if it works? Does not 
a rose by any other name smell as sweet? Do we reject the blitz 
plan of attack because the Nazis named it? 

Dictatorship is Fascist, but all experience has shown that wars 
cannot be won without centralized and absolute authority. We 
learned that in our War Between the States, and then forgot and 
had it to learn again during the first World War. 

That war was almost lost, and millions of men were sacrificed 
before leaders of the Allies became intelligent enough to give Foch 
full command of all armies. Here at home we had muddled things 
into a hopeless mess before Wilson gave Baruch complete control 
of production. : 

In this war we have seen free lands crushed one by one for 
want of co-operation, and we have seen the British suffer loss after 
loss—including the destruction of two great battleships—because 
the men who commanded sea or land forces could not command 
the support of air forces. 

Alf of us suffered disastrous defeat in the Pacific, in part be- 
cause each nation defended its own interests instead of concen- 
trating all forces under one command. 

Now we are learning. MacArthur has complete command of all 
forces in the far Pacific, and can use land, sea and air forces in 
co-ordination, as Joe Louis uses his feet and fists, without con- 
sulting or considering any will but his own. He won’t perform 
miracles, but his men won’t be sacrificed for want of the support 
they could have had. 

Centralized and absolute authority is the key to victory. The 
Japs and Germans and Russians have it. Why handicap and ruin 
ourselves by trying to make war with a peacetime system? 

Those who realize our peril care nothing about temporary civil 
rights or the forms of liberty. If men can give up their lives, will 
others resent the temporary surrender of their ordinary freedoms? 

Call it Fascism or dictatorship or what you will, we must all be 
organized and welded into a single machine, with every ounce of 
our energy utilized, if we are to overcome enémies who are or- 
ganized that way.
